Catching 
Trench Mouth 


Q. Is it possible to get twee 
mouth from glasses that have 
been washed and dried in the 
ordinary way? 

A. Trench mouth is usually 
passed along by direct contact 
such as kissing. In the home, 
washing glasses in clean water 
and drying with a clean cloth 
would ‘probably remove most 
harmful germs. It is not enough 
to simply swish a glass in a sink 
containing water that has been 
used to “wash” other dishes and 
“drying” the glass with a much 
used cloth. A glass washed in this 
way could be loaded with germs. 
Positive proof that such condi- 
tions as colds, influenza, 
trench mouth can be passed along 
in this way is difficult to obtain 
but it would seem ible. One 
good practice is to give all washed 
dishes and silverware a final rinse 
with boiling water.

But when these proposed consti- 
tutional amendments first came 
up for committee hearing, it 
quickly became apparent that 
there was practically no unanim- 
ity of opinion on the recommenda- 
tions of the liaison group, and es- 
pecially as to which of them, if 
any, should be written into the 
Constitution by the voters next 
November. Not even spokesmen 
for the various schools could agree 
on answers. 


The dispute grew so tense that 


One supporter of the master plan ; 


recommendations said that the 
committee would soon be laboring 
Over a corpse. Whether he meant 
the amendment or public higher 
education was not made clear. 


In a swift, and to some observ- 
ers unexpected move, a series of 
amendments to both measures 
were offered which would have the 
effect of removing from them 
practically everything except the 
provisions creating the state col- 
lege trustees, and the length of 
their terms of office. In explain- 
ing these amendments, it was said 
they were offered so as to retain 
for the Legislature its authority 
to control the functions of state 
colleges as much as possible. 

Opponents of these proposed 
changes in the constitutional 
amendments argued that they are 
completely incompatible with the 
master plan. It was also asserted 
that their adoption would create 
further political pressure in the 
field of higher education and 
would increase the competition 
between the state colleges and the 
University which the master plan 
is supposed to wipe out. 

Action on these proposals was 
deferred until a second meeting 
of the committee.. At that time 
the group was told by our legisla- 
tive counsel that the only element 
which ‘would legally require a 
constitutional amendment was fix- 
ing the terms of the trustees at

ed to the Coburn lumber mill on 
Bear creek and to Visalia and 
Bakersfield and was called the 
Mt. Whitney Telephone Co. 

The first switchboard in Spring- 
ville, she related, was a box affair 
that was fastened to the wall of 
the dining room of the old Spring- 
ville hotel from 1898 to 1900. 
Aggie Blake was its attendant. 
From 1900 to 1910 the switch- 
board was located in George Dil- 
lon’s store. 

In 1911, Miss Radeleff said, 
the Sunset Telephone company 
established the first telephone 
company exchange. In 1921 the 
magneto switchboard being donat- 
ed to the Historical society was 
installed, and Mrs. Eleanor Haigh 
was the telephone company’s 
agent. Mrs. Haigh operated the 
switchboard until 1927, when it 
was moved to Mrs. Juanita Rade- 
leff’s home. 

It remained under Mrs. Rade- 
leff’s operation until the exchange 
was cut to dial operation in 1956. 
Most of the people in Springville 
remember the personalized service 
provided by the switchboard dur- 
ing this era, she said. 

The switchboard was taken to 
Mooney grove by Tulare County 
Parks superintendent, Merle F.
